Even though there .ire plain? in 
blossom each ‘ month' o í the year on 
the desert the introduction to the 
flow er season item s to. be the pro­ 
fuse blooming of the chuparosa dur­ 
ing tlje fall months. 
As a matter of 
i.ice-the chuparosa blooms, more or 
less, during each month of the year 
but the fall rains bring its dull scar­ 
let flowers into prominence giving 
the impression that this is the only 
time driring w hich it flowers. 


Recent rains of more than 
usual heaviness have caused the 
chuparosa 
to bring forth an 
abundance of blossoms that may 
be noticed even from a rapidly 
m oving automobile. 
T h e best 
display along 
the highway is 
usually just beyond the concrete 
bridge south of the Village. 
On 
the west side of the road there 
are some beautiful bushes well 
covered with flowers; the bush­ 
es oft the east side of the road 
have fallen prey to progress, for 
the leveling of the land with a 
bulldozer annihilated the smaller 
shrubs. 
But a few hushes re­ 
main, at least, this far into the 
season.

M o isture' from 
the 
recent 
rains has penetrated the ground 
to a 
depth 9f about fifteen 
inches. 
This covering of earth 
contains the seeds of most of the 
desert plants, so seeds to pro­ 
duce this season’s crop of flow­ 
ers are in direct contact with 
moisture. 
The first condition 
then for a flower crop has been 
brought about by the farly. rains 
and the second step, at least one 
more tim ely rain, is in the fu­ 
ture. 
In addition to moisture, it 
is necessary for the germination 
of seeds, that there be a favor­ 
able temperature and sufficient 
supply of*oxygen. 
In our desert 
section these two are usually not 
a problem. 


W ith o u t a 
sufficient supply’ of 
moistur® germiryition will not take 
place for water is absolutely essen­ 
tial for the germination of the seeds. 
W a te r performs the following func­ 
tions d u r i n g gernfliiation of t h f seed: 
First, the seed coat is softened b\ 
w ater allowing the seed embryo to 
break through; second, absorption ot 
w ater by thc sced causes iu to swell 
and burst the seed coat; third, watei 
facilitates the passage of oxygen into- 
the see'd; fourth, w ater dilutes the 
livin g *n>atter of 
the 
cells 
of

em bfyo thus allowing the various Lit<- 
processes 
to become 
active; 
five, 
w ater makes possible the movement 
of soluble food matter to the grow­ 
ing points of, the embryo.. 


Thus it is seery that without 
a sufficient supply of moisture it 
is impossible for the seeds 111 the 
desert soil to germinate and pro­ 
duce plants that give |our desert

flower display. 
Seeds m ay In­ 
in the gfound for many years 
before there is sufficient mois­ 
ture about them to bring about 
germination and continue the 
germination and continue the 
growth of'the plant.

uncommon for the seeds of some

newspapers and financial institutions 
liave joined forces in a nation-wide 
program to encourage property own­ 
ers to "Modernize for W inter.” The 
number of cooperating concerns is 
increasing daily as additional business 
and lending organizations get behind 
the plan. 
The public is being urged to have 
its houses and other property repaired 
and otherwise put in weather - tight 
shape, to avoid excessive depreciation 
as well as discomfort during the cold 
months. The idea of a concerted 
movement along these lines was in­ 
spired by tlie difficulties experienced 
last winter, when many households 
found their homes inadequate for such 
a protracted spell of severe weather.

Loans up to SJ.000 are available for 
repairs, alterations and additions to 
homes and all types of property, in 
the case of business structures and 
certain other types of property, the 
limit is $50,000. Credit for acquiring 
machinery and equipment may be had 
in amounts exceeding $2.000 up to $60,->

Throughout the country over 1.500 
newspapers have decided to feature 
the “Modernize for Winter" idea in 
cooperation with advertisers, using 
large space running in some cases to 
entire sections.

in the ground for eight or ten 
years before moisture conditions 
are just right to bring about ger­ 
mination. 
In the case of some 
of the desert plants belonging to 
the legume family the length of 
time seeds will lie in the ground 
and remain alive is manv years. 
T h e reason for this is the tough 
seed coat, quite resistant to the 
effect of water, that keeps the 
moisture from the seed embryo 
and w ithout the necessary mois­ 
ture the seed cannot germ inate. 


The most outstanding shrub on 
the desert at this time of year is the 
saltbush. 
Just look out over the 
desert and you will notice the dis­ 
tinctive tan coloring of the seed re- 
cepticles. 
If you examine the seed 
ceptacles you will find they have 
four stiff-wing-like a p p e n d a g e s 
which 
will 
help to identify 
the 
specie* of saltbush that is abundant 
in this district.
